c) a copy of any publications or advertisements relating to sales, offers for sale, or public distributions of the claimed plant variety 
anywhere in the world if the sale, offer for sale, or public distribution occurred at least more than one year prior to the filing date of 
this instant application: 

d) any information relating to the accessibility or non-accessibility of the claimed plant variety that one of ordinary skill in the art 
could have derived from the printed plant breeder's right document; 

e) Applicant is also invited to submit any information that would indicate that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have 
known how to successfully reproduce the claimed plant variety.
